lation of Semonty) Rules, 1954 provided that the year 
of allotment of a direct recruit officer shall be the 
year following the year in which the Competitive 
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fixaminalion was held. From tiie Civil Services Exa- 
minalion, 1987, Rule 4 of the said examination pro¬ 
vides interalia that a successful candidate allotted to 
IPS on the basis of Civil Services Examination can 
appear at the next CSE only by seekhii; pcrmi.ssion 
from Probationai 7 training. Based on this provision 
in the rules for the Civil Service Examination, 1987, 
the following proviso was provided in rule 3(3J(i) of 
the IPS (Rcgulatiun of Seniority) Rules, 1988 — 

“Provided that, in the case of exempted pnrba- 
tioners, as defined in clause (ee) of rule 2 
of the IPS (Probation) Rules, 1954, and 
dircci recruit officers, who are permitted 
to join probationery, training under sub- 
rule (1) of rule 5 of the IPS (Probation) 
Rules, 1954 with the direct recruit officers 
of a subseqbent year of allotment, they 
shall be assigned that subsequent year as 
the year of allotment”. 

The above proviso stipulates that YOA in the case 
of die following two categories of probationers shall 
depend upon the date of their joining training :— 

ti) Probationers who seek permission to abstain 
from joining probationary training in order 
to appear at the next Civil Service Exami¬ 
nation and join training alongwith success¬ 
ful candidates of next year’s examination. 
(They are called exempted Probationers). 

(ii) Probationers who arc permitted to join train¬ 
ing along with probationers of a subsequent 
batch on any other grounds, 

In both the above categories, the YOA depends 
upon the batch with whom the concerned proba¬ 
tioners join training. 

2. The depression of seniority (assignment of YOA) 
in the case of first category of probationers i.e. exemp' 
ted probationers, was questioned while challegning 
ttb x^idity of Rule 4 of the rule.s for Civil Services 


Examination. While upholding validity of Rule 4 of 
the Civil Services Examinalion rules, the CAT, Prin¬ 
cipal Bench held in O.A. No. 20b/89-Aiok Kumar 
Vs, Union of Lidia and others that in the case of 
exempted pprubalioners their seniority cannot be 
depre.ssed. Tins has been I'eileratcd by the vSuprnre 
Court in judgement dated 13th September, 1991 in 
C.A No 5439~52-Mohan KuniLir Singhania Vs. 
Uninn of India and otl',ei's. In order lo implement 
the judge’inent of the CAT, Piincippal Tkmch and 
;)l^o the Supreme Court of India, the IPS (Regulation 
of Sen.ority) Rules. 1988 would require to be amend¬ 
ed. 

3. The proviso to Rule 3(3)(i) of the IPS (Regu¬ 
lation of ScniOrily) Rules, .1988 applied to two cate¬ 
gories raenlioned in para 1 above, whereas the CAT/ 
Supreme Cburt judgement was in the case of only 
one category, namely, exempted probationers. In the 
case of the c::-mpicd probationer.s, the year of allot- 
nienl will be tlie year following the year of Competi- 
1’'. e E.vamination whereas in the ease of second cate- 
fory of probationers, namely those probationers, who 
obtain permission to join training late on any other 
ground, their year of ullolmeni depends upon the 
year of allotincut uf jirobalioner.s with whom they 
job training. The e,\isting proviso to rule 3l3)('i) of 
die IPS (Regulation of Seniority) Rules, 1988 is be¬ 
ing .substituted with the following proviso :— 

“Provided (hat if a direct recruit officer, other 
than an exempted probationer within the 
meaning of clause (ee) of rule 2 of the 
Indian Police Service (Probation) Rules, 
1954, who i.$ permitted to join probationary 
training under shb-rule (I) of rule 5 of the
